>, The notification, sent by the Preparz tory Committee of the All Inner 
Mongolia Conference, contained the followine statement with reeard to the 
purpose of the meeting: 


Rexliging that without unification the Mongol race will soon become / 
extinct, the All Inner Mongolia Conference is convened in order to 

discuss the future of the four million** Mongel people. Thus, it is 

requested that the recipient of this notification should overcome 

whatever difficulties may arise and be present at the Conference, " 


The notifications were to serve as certificetes that the bearers had been 
selected as delegates to the Conference, and were to be submitted to the 
Secretariat on arrival at the Conference, Delegates who were unable to 
attend the Conference were required to destroy their notifications,
